Archbishop Glennon, Two Bishops and 200 of 
the Clergy Will Not Be Present at Knights 
of Columbus Banquet at Peoria. -

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—As a result’of the 
Vatican imbroglio last spring, three pre- 
lates of the Catholic Church, ‘one an 
archbishop and two bishops, Mave re- 
fused to sit at table with Theodore 
Roosevelt when he is the guest of the 
Knights of Columbus at Peoria, Oct. 1. 
More than 200 priests of the church will 
also find it convenient to be absent 
from the banquet to which they were 
invited by their laymen brother church- 
men in the Knights of Columbus. 

The incident of Rome is being some- 
what paralleled in Peoria. There the 
Colonel finds himself in bad odor with 
the Methodists because he has refused te 
attend theic ceremonies incidental to the 
laying of a cornerstone for Deaconess’ 
Home. 

A Dignified Slap. 

They simply ‘‘have found it impossible 
to attend.’’ The slap was delivered ‘with 
all the diplomacy and dignity expected 
of their positions. Archbishop J. J. 
Glennon of St. Louls, who was to have 
been seated at the speakers’ table, has 
found it “impossible to attend the ban- 
quet.’”’ 

Bishop P. J. Muldoon of Rockford has 
found “‘other engagements will prevent 
him from being present.’’

LETTER TELLS OF 
CHOLERA RAVAGES 


Bernard Gallant’s Sistér 
Writes of Death and Chaos 
in Stricken Riga. 


The ravages of cholera in Riga, Rus- 
sia, are vividly described in a letter 
which Bernard Gallant of St. Louis has 
regeived from his sister, a resident of 
the stricken seaport city. 

With multitudes dying daily, and the 
total death roll mounting into the thou- 
sands, Riga is a city of panic. In its 
present affliction, the letter declares, 
race hatred and religious prejudice have 
been forgotten and all pray together 
that the plague may be stayed. 

Besides the efforts of the local author- 
ities, the Russian government is mak- 
ing the utmost efforts to check the dis- 
ease, both for the sake of the cus- 
tom~ derived from the traffic of the 
port and because of the fear that the 
plague will next spread to St. Peters- 
bu-g. Efforts have been made by the 
Government to suppress the news of 
the plague, but it has been sent to the 
world from other cities. 

““Hundreds of people,” declares the 
letter received Tuesday, by Gallant, 
“are daily falling victims of the terribie 
disease. ° ‘ 

“Riga, the beautiful city of the Bal- 
tic, has turned into a graveyard. Hatred 
and vengeance between nation and na- 
tion has been forgotten, and everyone 
is praying for life and is happy if he 
reaches the next day. 

“The matter is kept very secret and 
[I have my doubts if this letter will 
reach you. It is worse now than dur- 
ing the days of revolution, when the 
Government spies shadowed everyone 
and looked over every letter that was 
to go abroad.”’

FIGHT BY WOMEN 


W. C. T. U. Engages Mrs 
Mary H. Armor of Georgia 
as a Campaign Leader. 





ALLIANCE IS PLEDGED)}] 


Evangelical Body to Sup- 
port Amendment; Coercion 
of Tenants Denounced. 


The Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union opened prohibition headquarters 
Tuesday at 1106 Pine street in a hall 
donated by August H. Bilers. Fifty 
women gathered to distribute handbills 
under direction of Miss Fannie D. Robb, 
secretary of the organization. 

The union has engaged Mrs. Mary 
Harris Armor of Macon, Ga., who says 
she drove the liquor traffic out of that 
State, as one of its chief campaigners. 
She was introduced to 160 of the mem- 
bers at a dinner Monday evening at the 
Mercantile Club, and declared that by 
prayer and talk she won the prohibition 
victory in Georgia. 

“One night,” she said, ‘I awoke in a 
cold sweat, dreaming the cause would 
lose, and I prayed to the Creator that if 
Georgia went dry, I would die. Then 
I took courage and told the Lord that 
if Georgia went dry, I wouldn’t care 
whether I lived or died.”’ 

Mrs. Armor won applause and laugh- 
ter from her hearers. She declared her 
belief that the prohibition cause would 
win in Missouri. 

The St. Louls Evangelical Alliance, 
in session Monday at the Central Y. W. 
C. A., adopted resolutions pledging itself 
to an aggressive campaign in behalf of 
the prohibition constitutionai amend- 
ment. The attempted coercion of ten-, 
ants or. clients, by men favoring the 
liquor interests was denounced as un- 
fair. Dr. J. B. Toomay of the Foun- 
tain Park Congregational Church of- 
fered both resolutions. Mrs. Armor also 
spoke at this meeting. «

Unofficial Explanation for Road.

Granddaughter Gets Message 
From Heaven or Hell— 
She Can’t Remember.

NHW YORK, Sept. 27.—Gray twilight 
shadows gave a spooky air to the Sur- 
rogate’s courtroom in Brooklyn, as there 
was told the astounding tale of a ghost 


wife, sending from the grave messages 
of reproach and displeasure. S80 ef- 
fectively did she operate that a wealthy 
old man, dying, cut off from all share 
in his millions his four-months’ bride. 

Robert H. Thompson of Brooklyn was 
the man. He ¢lied last June, at 70 years, 
leaving more than $2,000,000. He was 
the founder of the Thompson & Nor- 
ris Corrugated Paper Co., with main 
offices in Brooklyn and branch offices 
in Boston, Canada and England. In 
the Boston branch Miss Maybelle Ames 
was a stenographer and _ confidential 
agent. There was a courtship of sev- 
eral years, ending in her marriage this 
year to Thompson, who was 40 years 
her senior. 

Heiress the Spirit Medium. 

In his will, made in 1908, Thompson 
bequeathed all his property to his sons, 
J. Linton Thompson and Robert H: 
Thompson II, and to his 
daughter, Mrs. Marion A. Funk. 
is the wife of Dr. Morton Funk, a pub- 
lisher, prominent in psychic and spir- 
itualistic research. It was this young 
woman who, sitting clad in black in the 
courtroom, with the filmy sable veil of 
a big mourning hat accentuating her 
marble-white, thin features, said that 
she had acted as a medium between her 
grandfather and his dead wife. 

She testified she had transmitted mes- 
sages to him at a time when his court- 
ship of his stenographer had begun. 
In these méssages the ghost wife scold- 
ed him for “lies, deceit and selfish- 
ness,” and cried, “Oh, Rob, pray for 
strength not to let this devil in tor- 
ment take the strength away from you” 
—and much more besides. 

Mrs. Funk asserted she had discov- 
ered her powers as a medium when she 
was 18 years old, but had not given 
seances since she married a few years 
ago. However, shortly before her Aunt 
Kate, -Robert Thompson’s sister, died, 
she had learned from the spirit world 
of the approaching death and on the 
night her aunt died she received a spirit 
communication from that woman. 

‘When your dead aunt communicated 
with you was she in heaven or hell?” 
demanded Attorney Sparks, counsel for 
the young widow. Mrs. Funk pursed her 
lips and thought a while. 

“TIT can’t remember,” she said. 

Attorneys for her and the other de- 
fendants in the action to break the will 
made strong objections to the question, 
but Surrogate Ketchem said rather cold- 
ly:

REFORM THE JUSTICES’ COURTS. 

Whether Attorney Carl Ungar owes Dr. H. M. 
Kinner $15 or not, and whether the postoffice 
authorities hold that Constable William E. May’s 
method of trying to collect the bill is or is not 
a violation of the postal laws, the case is an 
excellent illustration of the system of ‘debt-col- 
lecting agencies into which the justices’ courts 
have degenerated. To what extent the coercion 
of debtors is carried, to what sums the extor- 
tions mount and the degree of intimidation cus- 
tomarily practiced are important items, but, 
after all, merely incidental in the array of rea- 
sons for a thorough rehabilitation of the jus- 
tices’ court system. 

Every lawyer knows that the antiquated sys- 
tem not only opens the doors to abuses of many 
kinds, but deprives the people of tribunals which 
are of vast importance in the _ social scheme. 
Everybody knows the splendid results that have 
been obtained in Chicago and other large cities 
which revolted against the system which still 
remains in St. Louis. Everybody knows that, 
despite the earnest support of the Bar Associa- 
tion and the demands of the public, the last Leg- 
islature refused to pass a bill to reform and 
modernize the justices’ courts in St. Louis. The 
next Legislature should be induced to respond to 
the demand. It is not too early to begin the 
work. The lower courts, to which the poor man 
turns for relief and justice, must be reclaimed 
from the hands of the petty politicians who have 
no understanding of the purposes for which such 
courts exist.

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AN EFFICIENT CHURCH. 

The Third Baptist Church is in the novel po- 
sition of having the business district growing up 
to its doors without having suffered any loss in 
attendance. In fact, the usual rule is reversed; 
there has been such an increase in attendance 
that it now has the largest Sunday school in the 
city and the work of the church is otherwise 

hampered by inadequate quarters. 

Instead of following the usual custom and 
moving into the residence district, this church 
has determined to stay where it is. Among 
other plans it is considering the building of an 
office building in connection with the church. 
This would be practical as well as novel. It is 
doubtful if a church which can grow and thrive 
in the face of the encroachments of business 
could fail in any location. In fact, location is a 
secondary matter when the discharge of church 
cuties is wholly adequate. 

We congratulate the Third Baptist on its prac- 
tical showing of efficiency and vénture the 
declaration that whether it moves itself into an 
office building or brings an office building into 
the church, it will continue to fill a place which 
is not defined by style of architecture, by metes 
and bounds or measured in stories or steeples.

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VOICES FROM JAPAN. 

The most important statements concerning 
Oriental politics that have been made for years 
were embodied in a series of articles published 
fn the Post-Dispatch on Sunday. These state- 

ments were obtained by a special representative 

' of the Post-Dispatch and the New York World 
at Tokio. They come direct from men of high 
authority; they bear the plain message that war 
between Japan and the United States is virtually 
impossible; that talk of it is absurd. 

Very interesting are the statements concerning 
the relation of Japan to China. Juichi Soyeda, 
president of the Industrial Bank of Japan, says: 
“To talk of Japan’s monopolizing the Chinese mar- 
kets is a gross misrepresentation and exaggera- 
tion; a sort of nightmare.” Baron Korekiyo 
Takahashi, president of the Yokohama Specie 
Bank, says: “Instead of exploiting the Chinese 
market we have reason to fear being exploited 
by the Chinese.” Baron Shimpei Goto, president 
of Imperial Railways and Minister of Communi- 

cations, says: “With all the misrepresentations 
and adverse criticisms against her, Japan has no 
unlawful ambitions, but all her endeavors are 
for her self-preservation and for the peace and 
prosperity of the far Bast.”

‘WATER TERMINALS. 

The report of Commerce Commissioner Herbert 
Knox Smith on “Water Terminals” is of the ut- 
most value at this time, because it emphasizes 
the value of river frontage to cities on water- 
ways. So far as the Mississippi River is con- 
cerned, it is somewhat absurd to discuss water 
terminals; there is none except of the crudest 
kind. But if water transportation is to be de- 
veloped by the improvement of the river, the 
control of river fronts and the improvement of 
river harbors are of vital importance. 

As to the situation in St. Louis, Mr. Smith 
notes that out of 19 miles of river front the city 
controls eight, and of these eight miles only 
about two and a half are available for harbor 
and terminal purposes. If the Post-Dispatch had 
not defeated the “loop grab” of the Terminal 
Railroad Association before. the World’s Fair 
opening only a remnant of this two and a half 
miles of available river front would be in the 
control of the city. The best of it would be in 
possession of the railroads. 

Mr. Smith calls attention to the apparent hos- 
tility of the railroads toward river transporta- 
tion and their failure to co-operate with the 
river routes in the making of freight rates and 
the handling of traffic. The greatest obstacle 
heretofore to the improvement of rivers and the 
development of water transportation has been 
thé narrow, selfish opposition of the railroads. 
Railroad managers are now beginning to see 
light on this subject and we may anticipate in 
the early future the» acceptance of Mr. Smith’s 
theory of co-ordination between the rail and 
water systems, which has been lacking. 

When the railroads do not neglect or refuse 
to co-ordinate with general water ‘traffic and to 
prorate generally with water lines the problem 
will then be in the way of solution. The river 
fronts can then be used jointly by railroads and 
water lines to their mutual advantage and to 
the great benefit of the public. But the grant- 
ing of exclusive railroad franchises on river 


fronts must cease. 
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The question of the Rev. Dr. Garrison, as to 
whether the newspapers had not been approached 
by the liquor interests, illustrates a singular 
phase of the intolerant mind. The view that on 
a vital question affecting general community in- 
terests, community morals and social conditions 
nothing but boodle would lead anyone to differ- 
ing opinions is a characteristic of men who rec- 
ognize no righteousness but their own superior 
brand. 
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TURN ON THE LIGHT. 

The letter of John H. Devine of Philadelphia 
to President McCrea of the Pennsylvania R. R., 
demanding a statement of the transportation fur- 
nished to Roosevelt during his presidency, 
threatens the most serious scandal that has ever 
involved a President of the United States. It 
appears from the record as published in the Post- 
Dispatch that Roosevelt not only demanded free 
railway transportation in private cars and special 
trains for mere unofficial junkets but demanded 
also that the dining cars be stocked with pro- 
visions and with wines at the cost of the roads. 

These demands were frequent. They amounted 
virtually to extortion, since the President could 
have made things very unpleasant for a railroad 
that refused them. The roads are said to have 
asked no pay for such services and to have cov- 
ered the expense in their books by charging it 
to advertising. 

It is to be hoped Roosevelt can clear himself 
of these charges. They affect not only his 
political administration, but his personal honor. 
It is gratifying that Mr. Devine has made the 
issue public so that it can be publicly met. It is 
now for Roosevelt to face the issue frankly. He 
should instruct the railroads to turn on the light. 
It is needed.

Safety Devices Prevent Accidents. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

To those who have no technical knowledge of 
the practical side of railroading, such accidents 
as that which occurred near Kingsland, Indiana, 
are accepted as the inevitable toll which must 
be paid in consideration of the fallibility of a 
railroad system, operated by human intelligence. 
Such a misconception as this is exemplified by the 
fact that there are in existence today safety de- 
vices of proved applicability to practical usages 
for minimizing such accidents. The commonly 
accepted idea of the masses of the people is that 
accidents of this and similar kinds could be pre- 
vented, or lessened, in a great measure, by keep- 
ing the personnel of service to as high a state 
of efficiency as is possible, and it is true up to 
a certain degree; beyond that, no. The most 
expert accountant that ever lived would not ven- 
ture to assume infallibility. Is it not inconceiv- 
able to believe that any sane being would care- 
lessly or wantonly destroy his and other’s lives? 
As a matter of fact the principal cause of so many 
railroad disasters which are thoughtlessly as- 
cribed to carelessness are nothing more than 
lapses of memory on the part of the mind or 
minds in charge. And in any other business 
than that of railroading mistakes coming from 
this source can be rectified. Of course if there 
were no safety devices which would prevent these 
accidents we would of necessity be compelled to 
accept them as incident to travel and take our 
chances. However, such is not the case. As 
it is they are murdered, and the American pub- 
lic should resent with abhorrence any attempt at 
explanation for their frequency. 

Why is it that the people of the United States 
are not “put wise” to the automatic electric block. 
I myself have worked under that system and 
know positively that a piece of track upon which 
this system is in operation is so much safer than 
a no block system line or a line where the blocks 
are operated by block operators that there is 
no comparison.

New Rules: Make 1910 On-Side Kick 
Hardest Nut for Defense to Crack

NO. IV—THE ON-SIDE KICK. 


CAYOU, 
Coach Washington University 
ball Team. 
HE ‘‘on-side’’ kick-is one of the 
4, plays that the new rules have 
dealt with radically. “ To under- 
stand just what changes have taken 
place it is necessary to get clearly in 
the mind just what is meant by ‘‘on- 
side.’’ The term, when applied to a 
‘football player, means that he has the 
right to interfere with or take posses- 
sion of the ball. In an ordinary sense 
this would mean every player on the 
defensive side and such players of the 
attacking side as were back of the 
kicker when the play was made. 

The old method of putting men ‘“‘on- 
side,’’ outside of that mentioned above, 
was when the kicker passed his kick 
in flight, yelling ‘‘on-side!”” His team 
then had a right to interfere with a de- 
fensive team’s effort to catch,ythe ball. 

Of course in all such cases the defen- 
sive team created some method of stop- 
ping the forward progress of the kick- 
er. The only scheme of eliminating this 
man entirely from putting his men ‘‘on- 
side’’ after a kick, was to ‘‘body check’’ 
him. This plan of obstruction led to so 
much, roughness that the kicker of the 
old days never knew whether he would 
be able to play another “down’”’ after 
being called upon to kick. For the op- 
posing line men charged so fearfully 
with their knees, elbows and heads into 
the player’s face, jaw, ribs and abdo- 
men, while he was in a position to offer 
the least resistance—with his kicking 
foot in the air. 

To prevent this sort of slaughter the 
Rules Committee came to the rescue 
and drafted a measure preventing the 
kicker from putting his men ‘‘on-side,’’ 
and also a clause forbidding the defen- 
sive team from roughing the kicker, to 
equalize the offensive team’s strategic 
loss. 

The Famous Quarterback Kick. 

Then came Woodruff'’s famous quar- 
terback kick, which Pennsylvania used 
so successfully in '86, °96, '97 and ‘88. 
By his own interpretation of the rule 
that men back of the kicker shall be 
“on-side,”’ Woodruff had the quarter- 
back kick a slow ‘“‘floater’’ to either 
side of the field and just far enough 
past the line of scrimmage to be legal. 
Simultaneously the three backs were in 
motion in the supposgd direction of the 
kick. They turned in and, finding a 
bewildered opposition, attempted .to 
catch the ball. In this they were en- 
tirely within the rule, and the play, 
coming unexpectedly, not infrequently 
netted the aggressive eleven a touch- 
down. 

In 1906, which was the beginning of 
the new game of football, the forward 
pass an ‘“‘on-side’’ kick entered into the 
game. This was the first time that 
exception to the rule of ‘““ON-SIDE” was 
made, in that ball kicked from behind 
the line of scrimmage when it struck the 
ground, put the players of the offensive 
team ‘‘on-side,’’ even though at the time 
of the punt they were ahead of the ball. 


The Origin of “On-Side” Kick. 
[TH the view of opening up the 
game this play and a forward 
pass were created. The ‘‘on-side’”’ 
kick was as important as the pass, and

The effectiveness of this play was due 
to the fact that the kicker’s side knew 
the direction of the ball, while the op- 
posing back had to come up from a dis- 
tant point on the run and catch the pig- 
skin on the fly. If he failed, the at- 
tacking force became ‘‘on-side.”’ 

This play, while not such a sure 
ground-gainer, harassed the opponents 
and was a means of creating a diver- 
sion, which permitted the successfu! use 
of the forward pass. 

The New Outside Kick. 

The 1919 ‘‘on-side’”’ kick is nothing 
more nor less than a low punt, which 
does not become on-side until it is 20 
vards beyond the line of scrimmage. 
The Rules Committee, in trying to elim- 
inate the dangerous element of football. 
created a zone in which all plavers, both 
offensive and defensive, shall not inter- 
fere with one another while crossing 
this territory during the flight of a kick 
er forward pass. 

The new ‘‘on-side’’ kick will be less 
effective than the old, inasmuch as it 
loses all the elements of a surprise, ow- 
ing to the distance it must travel be- 
fore becoming effective. But the ends, 
under the change in rules, may not now 
be interfered with and can be down the 
field like a flash.

) the defense will be necessary to avoid a 


muff, when the attacking ends would 
have an equal chance to recover the 
ball, 
Will Puzzle the Defense. 
HE play will not be as effective as 
a3 under the old rules, as a sure 
ground-gainer. But it will serve 
to keep the enemy on tiptoe. Being 
made from the same formation as a for- 
ward pass, the defense will be at a loss 
whether to play its men up for the pass 
or back for the kick. By delaying the 
kick, or faking a forward pass, or in- 
troducing a plain everyday run with the 
ball, all from a kick formation, the side 
defending will have to do the guessing. 
If it guesses wrong, the “on-side’”’ kick 
is apt to mean a touchdown. If -=it 
guesses right, the attacking team has 
gained just the iehsaesaes it would de- 
rive from any punt. 

The play, according to the spirit of 
most of the innovations in new football, 
is designed more as a divertissement, a 
feint by which no great advantage is 
lost, with possibly a great gain to re- 
sult. 

Old-time football men were slow to 
fall in with the new plays, both the 
forward pass, ‘‘on-sfde’’ kick and quar- 
terback kick involving the chance of 
loss of the ball. This, under the old re- 
gime, was little less than a calamity 
in a game. 

This hide-bound prejudice is gradually 
being wiped out, to the great advantage 
of the game, in its versatility of attack.

CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—C. W. Murphy, 
president of the Chicago Nationals, has 
agreed to advance the game with 8t.

From 2:30 a. m. unti! 7 a. m. Tuesday 
the police of the Mounted District 


scoured the section in quest of 4-year- 
old Glenn Spink, reported to have been 
kidnaped from the home of his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Charles A. Schlichting, 
6726 Oakland avenue. Then Schlichting 
brought the boy home from a neighbor’s 
home, where he confessed to hiding him 
to frighten Mrs. Schlichting for fol- 
lowing him ,to Campbell’s Grove. Glenn 
is the son of Charles C. Spink, secretary 
and treasurer of the St. Louis World 
Publishing Co. - 
According to Mrs. Schlichting’s story 
to the police, she became worried at 2 
a. m. because her husband, employed at 
Cicardi’s, Delmar boulevard and Euclid 
avenue, had not returned home. She 
telephoned to Campbell’s, and learned 
that he was there with a jolly party. 
Leaving the boy asleep in his trun- 
dle bed, she walked the four or five 
blocks to the place, and says that as she 
entered one door Schlichting left by 
another. She waited half an hour and 
he returned, professing surprise, she 


says, at finding her there. 


Went Home Together. 

Together they went home. As she ap- 
proached the house she saw that it was 
brightly lighted, although she had left 
it in darkness. The front door, which 
she had left locked, was standing open. 
Mrs. Lian Spink, the boy’s mother, 
and Mrs. Schiichting’s daughter, was 
not at home, and lives apart from her 
husband. Mrs. Schlichting at once tele- 
phoned the police that Glenn had been 
kidnaped. 
“At 7 a. m.,” said Mrs. Schiichting 
over the telephone to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, “my husband brought the boy 
home, and told me he had slipped away 
from Campbell’s and concealed him to 
punish me for following him there.”’
